Darwin  Tulips  are  considerably  later  than  the  early 
single  varieties.  They  are  probably  the  most  generally 
used  of  all  bedding  tulips.  For  forcing  they  are  unsur- 
passed on  account  of  their  strong  growth  and  large  sized 
flowers.  Grown  in  the  open,  the  bulbs  begin  to  bloom 
early  in  May  and  continue  for  an  unusually  long  season 
that  fills  the  gap  between  the  passing  of  the  spring 
flowers  and  the  coming  of  the  summer  flowers.  The 
plants  have  a sturdy  appearance.  The  deep  green 
foliage  and  the  upright  strong  stem  lend  a dignity 
which  goes  well  with  the  very  large  flowers.  This  class 
has  a number  of  odd  pastel-shade  varieties  which 
enjoy  great  popularity.  The  delicacy  of  other  shades 
of  rose,  pink,  violet,  and  purple  forms  a good  contrast  to 
the  more  vivid  scarlets  and  crimson  found  among 
flowers. 


5790  CLARA  BUTT 

Strong  growing,  twenty-one  inches  high.  Flowers  of 
large  size  and  exquisite  form.  A clear  pink,  tinted  salmon 
rose,  with  deep  blue  base  and  white  halo.  Fine  for  forcing 
or  outdoor  culture.
